BOLD AND DESPERATE ACT I. 


Thirteen Penitentiary Convicts 
Break Over the Guard—Two Kille 
ed Outright-—-Two Wounded, 
One Mortalily—Heroic ft- 
forts of the Guard —Con- 
duct of the Other 
Prisoners — The 
Ingitives Bee 
ing Pursued, 


Yesterday morning at the hour ot 
7 o’clock, the usual detail of 59 con- 
viets under charge of the Overseer, 
With a guard of 8 men left the peni- 
tentiary and proceeded to the brick 
yard of Messrs. Hammill & Weir, 
where they were engaged making 
briek for the penitentiary building. 
The yard is situated on the Holle- 
manroad, neqr the Walnut creek 
bridge, and about one mile from the 
penitentiary. The only incident 
that occurred on the route to arouse 
suspicion of anything wrong was the 
movement of one of the prisoners in 
changing his position in ranks, just 
before reaching the yard. ‘This was 
ver observed by only one guard, 
aud but little attention was paid to 
it. The prisoners were marched to 
the centre of the yard, where the tools 
were deposited, and each supplying 
himself, were marched ofi in squads to 
the various posts while the guard sur- 
rounded the vard. A squad of lien- 
gaged in kilning, while moving to- 
ward the kiln, at an almost simulta- 
neous bound, rushed over ‘he guard 
ofthree sentinels near that portion 
of the beat, aud made in the direction 
of a ravine covered on each side by a 
slight copse of brush wood. Over, 
seer Moore cried out, “Sentineis 
you know your duty.’’ As there 
were 37 other prisoners in the open 
yard aud only 8 sentinels in all, only 
Seould be spared to wateh the fleeing 


fuvitives. 


The first shot of Sentinel I ee 
Wynne brought down Wim. Bently, 
who afterwards turned out to be the 
ring-leader, The ball entered his 
back and passed through his left 
breast: he fell dead tracks. 
The shot of Phos. Wynne at thesame 
time brought tothe ground William 
Stewart, the bail piercing his left 
sige and passing through the body; 
healso fell dead. The shot of the 
other sentinel whose name we did 
not learn is supposed to have taken 
effect, as ashort time afterwards two 
of the convicts were seen bearing an- 
other in theirarms. Mr. Lee Wynne 
reloaded and his second shot brought 
to his Knees Simon Johnson the ball 
passing through the arm. The 
Messrs. Wynne whose position being 
farin adyance of the third sentine! 
hotly pursued the convicts, loading 
and firingas they ran. ‘They sue- 
ceeded in firing four rounds cach, 
before the fugitives could get out of 
reach. Judging from the accuracy 
of the three first shots it is a reason- 
able presumption that others were 
wounded. 

While the guard were firing the 37 
prisoners left on the yard became 
terribly alarmed for fear of being 
shot by the guard around them, and 
rushed upon the overseer supplica- 
ting his aid and protection, ‘‘sit 
down every ove of you and be quiet,” 
behave yourselves and no one will 
hurt you. The conviets did as was 
ordered and not one of the number 
exhibited thestightest inclination to 


join the fugitives. Mr. Moore then 
left the yard and brought in the 
wounded man Johnston who was 


shotdown by Mr. Lee Wynne at tlie 
distance of 500 yards, 

Lee Wynne only followed pur- 
suit. Hewas soon joined by a de- 
tachment of the city police mounted 
seutout by city marshall Manly as 
soon as he heard of the affair, At 
the hour of this writing 4 P. AML. noth- 
ing has been heard trom the chase. 
They were last seen passing through 
the vineyard of Messrs. Mahler «& 
Blakes filling their shirt fronts with 
grapes as they ran. Their direction 
is towards Goldsboro. 

The dead men were hauled to the 
pentientiary, and the wounded man 
placed in a shanty near the brick 
yard where he is receiving surgical 
aid. The guard were armed with the 
common muzz!e loader, and consider- 
ing the fact that only three were en- 
gaged in the firing, together with the 
excitement necessarily consequent 
in such a cuse, We must say they act- 
ed with remarkable coolness, and 
deserve the highest commendation 
from the officers of the Penitentiary. 
The two men killed were: Win. 

sently, from New Ilanover, con vict- 
ed of larceny in 1875 and sentencec 
to ten years, and Wn. Stewart, from 
New Hanover, convicted of larceny 
in 1875 and sentenced to five years.

A City Policeman Poisoned by a 
Supposed Accomplice of Robbers 
—Only Saved by Taking an 
Overdose — The Police.

B.C. Manly was summoned from 
Police Headquarters to attend the 
residence of policeman Crosson with 
all possible haste. On his arrival at 
Crosson’s he found him lying on the 
bed, suffering from the most violent 
convulsioens and seemingly ina dy- 
ing condition. Medieal aid had 
ready been summoned and in a few 
moments Drs. Hines, Little and 
Towles came in proceed. 
ed to a dyagnosis of the strange case. 
It was soon discovered that his Ceon- 
vulsions 

WERE RESULT OF POISON. 
ane the necesssry restorations resort- 
edto. it was after the use of the 
most powerful internal remedies, and 
theapnplication of mustard to the 
whole body,that signs of life could be 
diseovered, The patient recovering 
slightiy began to vomit excessively, 
‘bis being an indication for the bet- 
ter other remedies were used and 


regaining his speech, his convul- 
tion becsme less trequent and 


less violent. During the times be- 
tween the spasms, he reporied to 
Maj. Manly the details of the infa- 
mous attempt to take his life, saying 
atthe time “I know I am going to 
die.”’

William Alexander Graham was 
born in the county of Lincoln, Sept.

Joseph Graham, a native of Penn- 
sylvania whose mother, a widow 
with five children, moved to North 
Carolina wheu he, Joseph, was sbout 
seven vears ofage, and settled near 
Charlotte. From the similarily of 
names. Governor Graham has been 
supposed by some persons to be the 
grandson of the Wiiliam Graham 
who signed the Mecklenburg De- 
claration of Independence, but” this 
is not the case.

Joseph Graham, then a youth of 
nineteen entered the Uuited States 
army, serving firstin thedth Reg’t.

It is a dis- 
eretion to be used according to ex- 
egencies. 

Sec. 33, of Battle’s Revisal, chap. 
52, says: “ When a vacaney oceurs, 
&e., the Governor shall thereupon 
issue a writ of election to the Sheriff 
or Sheriffs of the district or county 
represented by the late member, 
said clection to be held at such time 
as the Governor may designate, and 
jn such manner as may be prescribed 
by law,” and Sec. 34 of same chap- 
ter says, “ Every election held in 
pursuance of a writ from the Gover- 
nor shall be conducted in like man- 
ner as the regular biennial elections, 


»sofar as the particular cases may 


be governed by the general rules. 

These sections are from the Re- 
vised Code, statutes passed long be- 
fore the statutes upon which sec- 
tion 4 of chap. 52, was enacted, and 
upon which the Sentinel founds its 
defence for the action of Gov.
